the two became best friends. They went camping and 
fishing together, and Mousseau described some of 
their best times as sitting around smoking cigars and 
enjoying a few drinks. 

“He’s just part of me,” said Mousseau. “We’ve known 
each other so long, you never forget. You can’t help 
but remember.” 

By all accounts, Hnatiuk was 
a giving, caring person, both 
for his family and friends and 
his community. He looked 
after the people of Didsbury as 
a volunteer firefighter for over 
25 years and as the town’s spe¬ 
cial constable. Local resi¬ 
dents describe him as the kind 
of officer who would just as 
soon throw snowballs at you 
as give you a parking ticket. 

“He didn’t want to be the 
nasty cop. He’d give someone a break if they deserved 
it. But I wouldn’t want to cross him,” said Doug Steven, 
Hnatiuk’s long-time fire department colleague. 

“It’s hard to put into words," said Jenni Dodman, also 
a volunteer firefighter. “He had a smile for everyone. 
... He was a great person who gave everybody a 
chance.” 

O’Dell said Hnatiuk’s friendship and expertise will 
be missed. 


“A lot of the junior guys looked up to him. He never 
was mad . . . he never really snapped at anyone unless 
they deserved it,” he said. 

“He was the type of guy I had respect for, almost like 
a father to me.” 

Hnatiuk’s position as a pillar of the community was 
evident at his funeral on Saturday, where over a hun¬ 
dred RCMP, fire¬ 
fighters and special 
constables from 
around the region 
showed the ultimate 
respect with an hon¬ 
our guard. Friends 
and community 
members also 

crowded into St. 
Stephen’s Catholic 
Church in Olds, 
where it was stand¬ 
ing room only, in a sign of support for Greg’s wife, Ann, 
and two sons, Matt and Todd. 

While there will be a gap in the community and 
Didsbury’s close-knit firefighter family where Hnatiuk 
used to be, Mike O’Dell, the fire department’s training 
officer, said his memory will live on. 

“We’re tough. We’ll get through it. Greg expects us to 
be professional and that’s what we’ll do," he said. “He’s 
someone we’ll look up to."

The day after Hnatiuk’s death, Didsbury's volunteer 
firefighters gathered as usual for their weekly training 
session.

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Anti-vandalism awareness campaign launched 

Police, town council say prevention the key

Didsbury RCMP are trying to curb vandalism in the 
community by raising public awareness. 

Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer said RCMP will be posting signs 
around town to draw 
attention to the issue and 
encourage the public to 
keep a more watchful 
eye. 

“We’re trying to bring 
people’s awareness that 
vandalism is a concern in 
the community, it is an 
issue," said O’Dwyer. 

“The only way that we 
can address it is with the 
help of the community 
itself.” 

Town council recently agreed to buy 10 signs at a total 


cost of about $000. 

O’Dwyer said RCMP are working with the town to 
develop the wording of the signs. 

“You want something that’s fairly catchy for people, 
that’s going to stick in their minds,” he said. 

Reducing vandalism is priority for the town’s RCMP 
because community members and 
council have expressed concern, said 
O’Dwyer. 

“Being a vandalism-free conununity 
would be wonderful, and sometimes 
these signs will jog people’s memo¬ 
ries,” he said. “We want them to call 
(the RCMP) so that hopefully we can 
put a stop to this." 

Council approved buying the signs to 
help the RCMP do their job, said 
Dorothy Moore, Didsbury’s mayor, but 
she doesn’t think Didsbury’s youth are 
prone to vandalism. 

It’s more of a preventative, proactive way of looking at 


it,” she said. 

“We basically have great kids and what we want to do is 
promote that and perhaps do proactive things that would 
kind of hinder the spread of anything negative amongst 
our kids.” 

The signs will go up around town once the RCMP have 
chosen a design.

When a Calgary Transit Driver 
refused to allow a lady on his bus 
because she was wearing too much 
perfume it must have been horribly 
embarrassing for the lady and I feel a 
certain sympathy for her, but I feel 
some sympathy for the bus driver as 
well. He could have been more diplo¬ 
matic: “Ma'am, that's a lovely fra¬ 
grance you’re wearing but I seem to 
be highly allergic to it, I wonder if it 
would be possible for you to wait 
until after you get to work to apply 
it.” And she could have been gracious 
and ladylike, “ Why you poor thing, 
I'm so sorry you have such a prob¬ 
lem.” 

Instead of the actual conversation, 
which was more like, “Lady your per¬ 
fume stinks to high heaven and it 
makes me so sick that I am not allow¬ 
ing you on this bus.” And her reply, “1 
am within my rights to wear whatev¬ 
er perfume I want while I am on pub¬ 
lic transport so shut up and drive." 

I don't know where this story 
stands at the moment; last I heard, 
the bus driver had not relented and 
the lady was still spraying every 
morning. Maybe she walks to work, 
or takes an earlier bus with a less 
sensitive -nosed driver. 

The word perfume comes from the 
Latin “per” and “fumus" and means 
“through the smoke.” Which is exact¬ 
ly how the first perfume was 


received, because it was a fragrant 
scent carried in the smoke from the 
burning carcass of a sacrificial ani¬ 
mal. 

Perfume originated as a deodorizer 
to mask the stench of burning flesh. 
It was a form of incense and was one 
of the resins, frankincense, myrrh, 
cassia and spikenard. Bunting these 
gums was the deepest homage a mor¬ 
tal could pay to the Gods. When sac¬ 
rificial lambs were no longer fashion¬ 
able and people did not need such 
heavy scents, light delicate fra¬ 
grances from fruits and flowers 
became popular. By 3000 BC the 
Egyptians were bathing themselves 
in oils and and alcohols from jas¬ 
mine, iris, hyacinth and honeysuckle. 
Egyptian women used different per¬ 
fumes on different parts of the body. 
Cleopatra put an oil composed of 
roses, crocus and violets on her 
hands, and on her feet she used a 
lotion made from almond oil, honey, 
cinnamon, orange blossoms and tint¬ 
ing henna. 

In 400 BC, Greek writers recom¬ 
mended mint for the arms, cinnamon 
and rose for your chest, almond oil 
for hands and feet and extract of 
marjoram for hair and eyebrows. 
Young Greek men carried perfume to 
such an extreme that for a time there 
was a law prohibiting the sale of fra¬ 
grant oils to Athenian men. And 
these guys were not on a bus! Roman 
soldiers wore perfume into battle, 


there were guilds of Roman 
perfumers and entire 
streets of perfume shops. 
The perfumes were made 
from crushed flowers, 
almonds, quince, spices 
and gums in an oil base and 
everything was perfumed - 
people, clothes, home fur¬ 
nishings, theatres. At 
funerals perfume was sprayed, 
doused and poured on everything, 
including the processional mules. 

The Crusaders introduced animal 
oils, musk, ambergris, civit and cas¬ 
tor. These scents alone are overpow¬ 
ering and unpleasant but when they 
are extremely diluted they act as a 
fixative for other scents. In their pure 
form they are terribly expensive. 
Ambergris is from the stomach of a 
sperm whale and is worth it’s weight 
in gold. 

Today’s perfume is unlikely to be 
made from pure anything and it is 
sometimes based on man-made 
chemicals that can actually be poi¬ 
sonous. I buy only unscented soaps, 
shampoos and lotions and usually I 
do just fine but I do not linger among 
the soaps and cleaners in the grocery 
store and there are a few perfumes 
that I can't tolerate. At a workshop a 
couple of years ago, a rose-scented 
lady came to sit beside me and my 
eyes began to water and my throat 
tickle. I had to excuse myself and 
move away. Once while I was buying 
a greeting card, a well-dressed 
woman smiled and reached past me 
for a card, a pleasant fragrance waft¬ 
ed over me and I thought 1 would 
choke to death and fall into the sym¬ 
pathy cards. If I'd had the strength I 
would have kicked her in the knee. 1 
guess if I had to vote I'd vote with the 
bus driver.

50,000 grants of life-sav¬ 
ing plasma in two years. 

“They hook you up to a 
machine and it takes 
whole blood out of your 
body," said Peters. “It 
spins the plasma into a 
bag ... and they pump red 
blood cells back into your 
body.” 

Peters said he decided 
to start donating blood 
because lie’s healthy and 
able. 

“There’s a lot of people 
that aren’t healthy, 
there’s a lot of people 
that can’t give blood,” he 
said. 

“You just do it. They 
make a bigger deal out of 
it than I do.” 


even miss it.” 

Instead of donating 
whole blood, Peters gives 
blood plasma, a protein- 
rich component of blood 
used to support the 
body’s immune system 
and control excessive 
bleeding. 

While whole blood can 
only be donated every 52 
days, plasma can be taken 
every week. For Peters, 
this means a trip to 
Calgary every Tuesday 
morning. 

“It’s almost like a little 
club because most people 
that do this, do this on a 
regular basis," he said. 

Each weekly donation 
is about 515 grants of 
plasma - that’s over 


Dan Peters is definitely 
not afraid of needles. 

The Didsbury man was 
recently recognized by 
Canadian Blood Services 
for donating blood over 
150 times. 

It’s no surprise Peters 
reached this number, 
since he’s been donating 
weekly for the past two 
years. 

“It's just important. It 
just is. Here’s something 
you can do that doesn’t 
really cost you anything,” 
he said.

Didsbury can look forward to more new housing as 
about five acres of former industrial land are now 
open for residential development. 

Council re-zoned the land at Highway 582 and 14 
Street to residential at its last meeting to make way 
for higher-density housing. 

“What we’re looking at very possibly is a duplex- 
type development very similar to what's to the south 
of (it), something that might be higher density than a 
single family type area,” said Robert Wigg, the town’s 
planning and development officer. 

“We see that as a good use of the land for a num¬ 


ber of reasons; one is to provide 
opportunities for some higher densities 
in town." 

Wigg said the land would probably 
support 20 to 30 duplexes, depending 
on the site design. The developer must 
create a concept plan for the parcel 
and apply for development permits 
before any construction can begin. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore said this kind 
of residential development is in line 
with the plan for Didsbury’s future. 

“These kind of multi-family develop¬ 
ments are more sustainable for the 
future than urban sprawl,” she said.

Moore said the residential zoning is 
more appropriate for the area because 
access to the land might eventually be 
through the existing residential neigh¬ 
bourhood to the south. 

“It didn’t seem that you’d want to 
have industrial traffic going through a 
residential area,” she said, adding that 
preliminary plans indicate there will be 
a buffer between the new housing and 
the highway. 

Council will have a chance to review 
plans for the area before they are 
finalized. 


Hit-and-run death had Carstairs link

A 49-year-old man who court heard 
deliberately smashed his Dodge 
Durango into a parked truck in Carstairs 
in March 2005 to cover up a fatal hit- 
and-run accident in Calgary a day earli¬ 
er has been found guilty in the fatality. 

Colin Jones was tried in Calgary Court 
of Queen’s Bench on a charge of hit and 
run causing death. The guilty verdict 
was delivered by Justice Allen Sulatycky 
on Apr. 11. 

On March 17, 2005 20-year-old Lindsay 
Giacomelli was run dowm while she was 
walking on Bonaventure Drive in south 
Calgary. Jones, the driver of the Dodge 


Durango that hit the woman, fled the 
scene without offering any assistance. 

One day later, Jones's Durango was in 
a collision with a semi-trailer truck 
parked on a Carstairs street. 

“My opinion, this vehicle was involved 
in a secondary collision," retired Sgt. 
Russ van Aalst, head of the Calgary 
police hit and run unit, testified during 
the trial. “The secondary collision’s sole 
purpose was to mask damage from the 
first collision.” 

Jones reported the non-injury acci¬ 
dent to the Didsbury detachment on 
March 18, 2005. 

He told police he had lost control on 
ice and ran into the parked semi-truck.

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Local women’s shelter a possibility 


RCMP, town working on domestic abuse shelter

The local detachment of the RUMP and the town 
are working closely together to 
bring a women’s shelter to the 
area. 

It’s something the town’s top 
cop believes is needed in the 
community. 

“With the nuyor increase of 
domestic violence we’ve seen . 

. . the demand (for shelter) 
has been ever greater. The 
time is right ... to look into 
a project like this," said Sgt. 

Bob Phillips of the Olds 
RCMP. 

He said as the town’s population increases, the need 
for senices will also spike. 

Phillips has already seen an increase in (he number 
of domestic violence calls over his 10-year tenure in 
Olds, and he feels the time is right to establish a local 
safe house that would shelter women and their chil¬ 
dren. 

“During the process we have found a high need for 
a women’s shelter in this town,” he said. “This thing is 
very dear to me personally. It’s something I feel very 
strongly about.” 

Currently, victims of abuse are taken to local hotels 
or are transported to either Red Deer or Calgary, 


where there are shelters available. Phillips said this 
emergency situation must change for victims to feel 
better about their situation. Often, when victims are 
moved out of the community, they lost* any support

of grant possibilities are being researched to fund the 
project. 

Phillips helped establish a similar service in Peace 
River while he was stationed there. 

Roberta Hammer, co-ordinator 
of the Chinook Arch Victims’ 
Services Society, which serves 
Olds, Didsbury and Sundre, said 
there is a need for a shelter in 
Mountain View County. She said 
when a victim needs shelter the 
only options available, in Red 
Deer or Calgary, are often full. 

“It’s also difficult to convince 
people to leave the community,” 
she said, adding that a shelter 
in the county would make it 
easier for victims, because schools for their children 
and jobs would be more accessible. Another drawback 
to victims leaving the community is Chinook Arch no 
longer has close contact with the victim. 

Mayor .Judy Dahl said she fully supports the service. 
She said council is hoping to see a proposal for the 
service from the RCMP in the near future. 

“It’s a necessity. You’re certainly going to need the 
services,” she said. 

Dahl said it’s incumbent upon the community to 
support the service and wholeheartedly support vic¬ 
tims of domestic violence. 

“I do truly support this . . . and if I can work with 
(the RCMP) on this I certainly will.”

Plans for the new continuing care unit at the Didsbury 
hospital are underway and construction is scheduled for 
early 2008. 

The Calgary Health Region has started preliminary 
designs for the 60-room addition to the northeast section 
of the hospital. 

l,arry Raymond, project manager for the health region, 
said the design process will take several months in order 
to create a unit specific to Didsbury’s needs. 

“It takes a long time because it’s so overwhelming and 
there’s so much detail and thinking that goes into these 
before we put pencil to paper,” said Raymond. 

“We get a lot of information before we get into the draw¬ 
ing of the rooms.” 

The health region will be meeting with hospital staff this 
week to discuss designs for patient rooms and find out 
what equipment staff need. Raymond said recent inter¬ 
views with community focus groups also yielded design 
input. 

“We have a group of people who have residents in the 
facility, so we were talking to them as well to get their 
input, like, what would you like to see when you come 
into the long-term care centre? Do you want it to be home¬ 
like, do you want it to be institutional-like?” he said.

The “Light Your Fire” tour kicks off in Simon’s home¬ 
town of Stettler and will wrap up in Laconibe.

Doing “it” a lot can be a lot of fun.To enjoy a healthy sex life, take 
care of your sexual health and protect yourself from sexually 
transmitted infections. Right now sexually transmitted infections 
like Syphilis, Chlamydia and Gonorrhea are all on the rise in our 
communities and if you are sexually active, you are at risk. 

The problem with treating sexually transmitted infections is 
that in most cases there are no symptoms.This means that you can 
be infected and not even know it. You could also be passing it on 
to unsuspecting partners. If left untreated, a sexually transmitted 
infection like Chlamydia can cause reproductive problems for 
women including pelvic inflammatory disease and infertility. 

The good news is there are ways to protect yourself and 
reduce your chances of being infected. You should limit your 


number of partners and always use condoms during anal, oral 
and vaginal sex. If you are in a relationship, talk to your partner 
about your sexual past and get tested after six months of 
protected sex before you stop using condoms. If you have had 
unprotected sex, you should get tested after each encounter. 
The tests are free, confidential and usually only require a 
simple urine or blood test. If you find out you are infected, 
get treatment for yourself and make sure that your sexual 
partners get tested and treated too.Try not to let it affect your 
self-esteem. It is up to you to take control of your sexual health 
and protect yourself.
